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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  ITo?iorable  Goiincil. 

The  trustees  of  the  Worcester  Lunatic  Hospital  respect- 
fully submit  their  fifty-eighth  annual  report,  together  with 
the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer. 

The  hospital  has  been  greatly  overcrowded  this  past  year, 
the  daily  average  being  811,  far  beyond  the  comfortable 
capacity  of  the  hospital. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  the  influenza  there  has  been 
much  more  sickness  than  usual ;  there  have  also  been  a 
number  of  cases  of  measles  and  diphtheria. 

The  sale  of  land  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  asylum  has 
been  large,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Board  has  sold  to  the 
city  a  tract  of  thirty  and  one-half  acres  on  Chandler  Hill, 
for  a  public  park,  for  the  sum  of  $45,000.  The  total  land 
sales  during  the  year  amounted  to  $48,252.71.  This  leaves 
the  Board  with  but  little  more  land  to  sell,  something  like 
twenty-six  lots  remaining,  or  140,333  square  feet,  valued  at 
about  $17,599.90.  For  full  particulars  of  land  sales,  we 
refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  treasurer. 

Having  been  deprived  of  the  pasturage  by  the  sale  of  the 
land  on  Chandler  Hill,  the  Board  found  it  necessary  to  take 
immediate  steps  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  pasture ;  and 
early  in  the  summer  we  bought  one  hundred  and  thirty  acres, 
in  three  parcels,  in  the  town  of  Shrewsbury,  for  the  sum  of 
$12,312.     This  is  convenient  of  access,  on  high  land,  with  a 
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good  water  supply.  The  farm-house  has  been  repaired,  and 
a  barn  for  the  cattle  built,  costing  about  $2,000.  Much  of 
the  work  on  the  farm  has  been  done  by  the  patients,  greatly 
to  their  advantage  ;  and  we  trust  in  the  near  future  to  be 
able  to  erect  suitable  buildings  on  this  farm,  where  we  can 
send  such  of  our  harmless  patients  as  will  be  benefited  by  a 
change  from  the  crowded  hospital  to  a  quiet  home  life. 

One  needed  improvement  has  been  completed  during  the 
year :  the  laundry  was  quite  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the 
hospital,  and  an  addition  nearly  doubling  it  has  been  built, 
at  a  cost  of  about  $5,500. 

In  April  the  hospital  received  the  gift  of  a  beautiful  water- 
color  drawing  of  Lake  Quinsigamond,  taken  from  the 
grounds  of  the  hospital,  from  Mr.  Harry  Woodward,  the 
artist.  It  is  hung  in  the  reception  room.  A  vote  of  thanks 
from  the  Board  was  sent  Mr.  Woodward  for  his  valuable 
gift. 

Several  changes  have  occurred  on  the  staff.  On  May  1 
Dr.  J.  Frank  Edgerly  was  temporarily  employed  during  the 
absence  through  illness  of  Dr.  Daniels  ;  his  time  has  not  yet 
expired.  On  May  1  Dr.  Elmer  E.  Brown  resigned,  in  order 
to  enter  into  private  practice.  The  vacancy  occasioned  by 
'  his  resignation  has  not  yet  been  filled.  In  September  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  Park,  our  superintendent,  was  received, 
to  take  efiect  Nov.  1,  and  was  accepted  with  the  greatest 
regret  by  the  Board.  Dr.  Park  has  served  the  hospital 
faithfully  for  eighteen  years,  —  five  years  as  assistant  phy- 
sician at  the  hospital,  one  year  as  superintendent  at  the 
asylum,  and  for  the  past  twelve  years  as  superintendent  of 
the  hospital.  Of  great  executive  ability,  he  has  managed  the 
affairs  of  the  hospital  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Board. 
Of  kindly  disposition,  great  gentleness  and  courtesy,  and 
perfect  justness,  he  has  endeared  himself  to  all.  The  stafi*, 
the  employees,  the  patients,  and  the  friends  of  the  patients, 
will  all  miss  him.  To  him  the  Board  owe  their  freedom 
from  anxiety  in  the  management  of  the  hospital ;  they  have 
had  perfect  confidence  in  him  as  its  head.  His  place  will 
be  hard  to  fill. 

We  desire  to  return  our  cordial  thanks  to  all  members  of 
the  staft'  and   to  all    our    employees  for   their   faithful  and 
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efficient  service,  and  most  especially  to  those  attendants 
who  were  faithful  to  their  duties,  and  who  volunteered  their 
services  under  trying  circumstances  in  the  wards  when  there 
were  several  cases  of  diphtheria.  We  wish  them  to  know 
that  their  conduct  was  appreciated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Worcester  Lunatic  Hospital. 

I  respectfully  present  the  following  fifty-eighth  annual 
report  of  the  hospital,  together  with  the  statistical  tables, 
showing  the  admissions  and  discharges  and  the  operations  in 
detail  of  the  institution  during  the  last  official  year. 

There  were  remaining  in  the  hospital  Sept.  30,  1889,  811 
patients,  —  401  males  and  410  females.  The  number  of 
admissions  since  has  been  436,  24  of  which  were  readmissions. 
Of  the  412  persons  admitted,  234  were  males  and  178  females. 
The  whole  number  under  treatment  was  1,223.  The  daily 
average  population  has  been  811.48.  The  largest  number  on 
any  one  day  was  836,  on  February  21  ;  and  the  smallest  num- 
ber, 765,  on  August  29.  The  number  of  admissions  and  the 
daily  average  have  been  greater  this  year  than  on  any  year 
since  the  hospital  was  opened,  and  much  of  the  time  the  wards 
have  been  inconveniently  crowded.  The  number  discharged 
has  been  462.  Of  this  number,  119  recovered,  of  whom  19 
had  previously  been  inmates  of  this  hospital  and  been  dis- 
charged recovered,  —  1  four  times,  1  three  times,  3  twice 
each  and  14  once  each.  Included  in  this  list  are  25  habitual 
drunkards  ;  59  were  much  improved,  some  of  whom  madei 
complete  recoveries  afterwards.  In  62  some  improvement 
was  noticed,  and  141  were  not  improved,  including  59  trans- 
ferred by  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charity  to  Worces- 
ter Insane  Asylum,  Boston  Insane  Asylum,  Tewksbury  Asy- 
lum, Bridgewater  State  Farm,  and  School  for  Feeble-minded 
Children  at  Waltham.  One  male  and  20  females  have  been 
put  to  board  in  private  families  by  the  Board  of  Lunacy  and 
Charity  ;  2  were  returned  as  unsuitable  for  private  care.  The 
number  of  deaths  was  80,  —  55  males  and  25  females.     Of 
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the  number  of  commitments,  27  were  sent  from  other  institu- 
tions, including  15  from  the  State  Prison  and  House  of  Cor- 
rection. 

Much  more  than  the  usual  amount  of  sickness  has  prevailed 
during  the  year.  In  the  late  fall  and  early  winter  there  were 
nearly  a  hundred  cases  of  the  prevailing  epidemic  influenza ; 
more  than  half  of  the  cases  occurring  among  the  officers  and 
employees.  These  cases  were  quite  generally  of  the  thoracic 
type,  accompanied  by  a  good  deal  of  physical  and  nervous 
depression,  and  in  many  instances  the  convalescence  was  pro- 
longed. In  no  case  occurring  among  the  patients  was  there 
noticed  any  improvement  of  their  mental  condition  as  a 
sequence  of  the  disease.  One  remarkable  thing  connected 
with  the  epideaiic,  as  it  appeared  at  the  hospital,  was  the 
much  greater  per  cent,  of  employees  than  patients  who  were 
affected,  — nearly  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  former  and  only  about 
seven  per  cent,  of  the  latter.  Among  the  admissions  were 
seven  cases  where  the  cause  of  the  insanity  was  said  to  be  an 
attack  of  epidemic  influenza.  The  form  of  mental  disease  in 
two  cases  was  acute  mania,  and  in  the  others  melancholia. 
Of  the  seven  cases,  five  were  discharged,  three  of  whom 
recovered  and  two  made  much  improvement.  No  special 
peculiarity  in  the  commencement  or  progress  of  the  disease 
was  noticed  which  could  be  attributed  to  the  alleged  cause. 
Marked  delusions  were  noted  in  each  case,  but  in  no  two  cases 
were  they  similar.  There  was  family  predisposition  to  insan- 
ity in  three  cases,  —  a  sister  of  one  woman,  a  father  and 
brother  of  another,  and  a  sister  and  brother  of  one  man. 

Quite  a  number  of  cases  of  measles  occurred  during  the 
winter  and  spring  months,  and  six  cases  of  diphtheria,  —  five 
attendants  and  one  patient.  Three  of  these  proved  fatal,  all 
attendants.  The  last  case  was  that  of  an  attendant  who  had 
left  the  hospital  and  became  sick  with  the  disease  in  about  a 
week,  and  died.  The  contagion  in  the  first  place  was  un- 
doubtedly brought  to  the  hospital  by  an  attendant  who  had 
visited  several  times  at  a  house  where  there  were  cases  of 
diphtheria,  and  who  was  the  first  to  be  taken  down. 

The  liability,  which  constantly  exists,  of  the  importation  of 
contagious  diseases  into  a  large  and  crowded  hospital,  renders 
it  imperative  to  have  some  means  of  prompt  isolation.     All 
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but  the  first  case  above  reported  were  so  isolated  ;  two  being 
removed  to  the  ward  for  contagious  diseases  at  the  City 
Hospital,  and  two  treated  at  one  of  the  cottages  on  our  own 
premises,  which  was  vacated  by  its  tenant  for  the  purpose. 
The  year's  experience  suggests  the  advisability  of  building  a 
house  especially  for  contagious  diseases,  which  could  be  more 
conveniently  arranged  for  the  purpose  than  the  cottage  which 
has  been  used.  It  could  be  placed  upon  the  grounds  at  a 
proper  distance  from  the  main  building,  and,  as  it  might  not 
be  needed  for  years  at  a  time,  away  from  the  highway,  thus 
removing  it  from  the  temptation  of  onslaught  by  that  lawless 
element  of  society  which  is  always  attracted  by  an  unoccupied 
house,  and  for  whom  at  such  times  the  germs  of  the  most 
contagious  dise§,se  have  no  terrors. 

The  sale  of  thirty  acres  of  land,  known  as  Chandler  Hill, 
to  the  city  of  Worcester  for  a  public  park,  deprived  the 
hospital  of  nearly  all  of  its  pasture  land.  The  matter  of 
buying  other  land  for  pasturage  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
Messrs.  Farrar  &  Gates,  real-estate  brokers,  who,  after 
obtaining  prices  for  all  the  available  land  adjacent  or  near  to 
our  present  farm,  finally  negotiated  for  three  contiguous  par- 
cels as  the  most  desirable,  located  in  Shrewsbury,  about  two 
miles  away.  The  price  paid  was  $12,312  for  131.29  acres. 
In  addition  to  the  buildings  already  on  the  land,  a  new  one 
of  one  hundred  feet  by  thirty  feet  has  been  built  since  the 
purchase,  for  dairy  purposes,  at  a  cost  of  $2,000. 

The  laundry,  as  originally  built,  has  never  been  satisfac- 
tory, and  during  the  past  summer  it  has  been  enlarged  by  an 
addition  of  thirty  feet  to  the  north  end,  replacing  the  wooden 
floor  with  one  of  rock  asphalt,  and  rearranging  the  steam  and 
water  pipes.  The  cost  of  these  changes,  which  at  this  writ- 
ing are  not  quite  completed,  will  be  about  $5,500. 

The  city  of  Worcester  having  laid  an  eight-inch  water  pipe 
to  the  corner  of  Plantation  and  Shrewsbury  streets,  the 
hospital  continued  this  line  upon  its  own  land  some  five  hun- 
dred feet,  and  connected  with  it  two  hydrants  for  the  pro- 
tection of  our  laro^e  farm  1)uildino;s. 

The  current  expenses  for  the  year,  less  the  amount  received 
for  the  sale  of  products  and  other  articles,  have  been  $151,- 
497.59;  dividing  this  by  811.48,  the  daily  average  number 
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of  patients,  we  find  the  annual  cost  per  patient  was  $18(5.69 
.and  the  weekly  cost  $3.59. 

The  most  valuable  gift  to  the  institution  during  the  year 
has  been  a  water-color  view  of  Lake  Quinsigamond,  painted 
and  given  to  the  hospital  by  Mr.  Harry  Woodward,  son 
of  the  first  superintendent  of  the  hospital,  and  for  a  number 
of  years  its  treasurer.  The  hospital  Newspaper  Society  has, 
as  in  former  years,  sent  us  periodicals,  pamphlets  and 
Christmas  cards ;  and  a  copy  each  of  the  ' '  Worcester 
Gazette,"  "Worcester  Spy,"  "  Fitchburg  Sentinel"  and 
"Salem  Gazette"  have  been  donated  by  the  publishers. 

The  only  change  among  the  officers  of  the  institution  was 
the  temporary  employment  of  Dr.  J.  F.  Edgerly  in  place  of 
Dr.  Elmer  E.  Brown,  who  resigned  his  position  August  1, 
to  engage  in  private  practice.  There  have  been  many  changes 
among  the  employees.  The  occupation  of  attendant  or  nurse 
in  our  large  State  institutions  is  not  considered  one  of  perma- 
nency, and  the  average  service  must  be  less  than  a  year. 
The  introduction  of  the  system  of  training  or  educating 
nurses,  which  is  becoming  quite  common,  while  of  advantage 
in  many  ways,  does  not  increase  the  average  time  of  service  ; 
as  quite  a  number  who  commence  the  course  of  instruction 
fail  to  complete  it  either  on  account  of  ill  health  or  incapac- 
ity. As  I  have  mentioned  in  former  reports,  these  frequent 
changes  add  to  the  care  and  responsibility  of  the  officers, 
and  prove  disastrous  in  many  ways  to  the  patients. 

In  closing  this  my  last  annual  report,  I  desire  to  acknowl- 
edge the  obligation  I  am  under  to  your  Board  for  the  con- 
stant personal  and  ofiicial  assistance  and  support  I  have 
received  through  all  these  years  in  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  the  hospital.
